Son, 12, Also Found Unconscious in 
Atlanta Home; Woman Tem- 
porarily Deranged.

ATLANTA, Ga. Jan. 17. — A 
mother and her young daughter 
were found dead and her son up- 
conscious in their bedroom today 


and a Coroner’s jury returned a 
verdict that Mrs. Virginia Fraser 
Pratt poisoned her children and 
committed suicide while temporar- 
ily deranged. 

The body of the mother, on the 
floor between two beds, was found 
by a maid. In one bed was the body 
of the 10-year-old daughter, Vir- 
ginia, while on the other lay the 
12-year-old son, Nathaniel, uncon- 
scious from poison. On a table were 
two cups and az empty glass.

Favors Refunding Liberty 
Bonds, Substituting Se- 
curities Bearing Lower In- 
terest. 


By the Associated Press. 

WASHINGTON, Jan. 17.—Presi- 
dent Hoover, dispatching to Con- 
gress his expected special message 
on budget baiancing, recommended 
today that sales taxes be adopted 
immediately as the best method of 
bringing an increase in Federal rev- 
enues. 

The President declared it would 
seem the essence of good states- 
manship” to spread a sales tax gen- 
erally “ata low rate upon all man- 
ufacturers except upon food and 
cheaper grades of clothing.” 


He maintained that by such a tax: 


the Government would be able to 


maintain a stable basis of income 
“during the period of depression.” 

“One of the most helpful contri- 
butions which the Congress and 
this administration could give to 
the next administration, he said, 
“would be to enable them to start 
with the Federal budget in balance 
and the Federal finances in order.” 

The chief executive pointed out 
also a need for refunding at an 
early date the outstanding high- 
interest. bearing Liberty Bonds into 
bonds bearing a lower rate of in- 
terest. He added it was essential, 
also, that part of the Government's 
shart.term borrowing. should be 
converted into longer term issues. 

“A balanced budget,” he said, 
“would greatly facilitate such an 
operation.” 

From the present progress of ap- 
propriation bills through Congress, 
action on which he criticised, Mr. 
Hoover declared it was indicated 
that his recommendations as to de- 
creases would not be realized by 
$100,000,000 or more. 

“Therefore,” he added, “it is more 
likely that the deficit will amount 
to from $500,000,000 to $700,000,000.” 

Text of Message. 

The text of the President's mes- 
sage follows: 

“In my budget message of Dec. 
5 I laid before the Congress the fin- 
ancial situation of the Government 
together with proposals for the 
next fiscal year. 

“It was pointed out that due to 
decreasing revenues and despite the 
efforts of the Congress and the ad- 
ministration, we were again faced 
with a deficit during the next fiscal 
vear. I urged upon the Congress 
the necessity for further drastic re- 
duction in expenditures and in- 
crease in revenues. 


| J now approach the Congress 


again upon this subject, knowing 
that the members are fully possess- 
ed of the complete necessity of 4 
balanced budget as the foundation 
of economic recovery and to urge 


that action should be taken during 


the present session to bring this 
about. 
“Credit Rests on Confidence.” 


The great problem before the 
world today is a restoration arid 
maintenance of confidence. I neci 
scarcely repeat that the mainten- 
ance of confidence in the financial 
stability of the United States Gov- 
ernment is the first contribution to 
all financial stability within our 


= borders, and in fact in the world as 


a whole. Upon that confidence 
rests the credit of the states, the 
municipalities, all our financial in- 
stitutions and industry—it is the 
basis of recovered employment ard 
agriculture. 

“The increases in revenues enact- 
ed at the last session have not had 
the results hoped for because of 
continued economic stagnation. The 
income of the Government for che 
next fiscal year nominally esti- 
mated at $2,950,000,000 is likely to 
fall short under present world con- 
ditions by anywhere from $100,000,- 
000 to $300,000,000. 

“Expenditures (and I speak in 
terms of expenditures rather than 
appropriations) because of the con- 
fusion caused by carry-over of ap- 


propriations for the present ‘iscal 


year, including Postoffice deficit 
but excluding debt redemption, ace 
estimated at about $3,771,000,000.

NEW YORK, Jan. 17.—Suit for 
$1,000,000 was filed in Supreme 
Court today against John N. Wil- 
lys, automobile manufacturer and 
former Ambassador to Poland, ‘by 
counsel for Mrs. Violet A. Wall of 
San Francisco, who is administra- 
trix of the estate of Mrs. Carolyn 
Armstrong. 

Charles B. Mertz, secretary to 
Willys, was named _ co-defendant. 
The complaint alleged that Willys 
and Mertz had power of attorney 
from Mrs. Armstrong over ber 
brokerage account with Shippee & 
Rawson. The complaint charged 
that the account in April, 1930, had 
a credit balance of not less than 
$1,000,000 in cash and securities, 
and alleged that the two defend- 
ants withdrew the balance and con- 
verted it to their own use. 

A second suit charging Willys 
had failed to pay $250,000 he had 
borrowed from Mrs. Armstrong 
also was filed for Mrs. Wall. 

The second suit alleged that the 
money was borrowed from Mrs. 
Armstrong between Jan. 1, 1930, 
and July 1, 1930, with a promise to 
pay on or before July 1, 1932. The 
papers alleged that the money still 
is unpaid. 

At the offices of counsel for Wil- 
lys it was said that a general de- 
nial to the cahrges will be filed 
within 20 days; the time allowed by 
law.

ONLY 10 MORE STATES NEEDED 
FOR ‘LAME DUCK’ AMENDMENT 


26 Have Ratified Proposal; Suffi- 
cient Legislatures Meeting to 
Complete Enactment.

WASHINGTON, Jan. 17.—Twen- 
ty-six states, ‘only ten less than the 
required number, have completed 
ratification of the constitutional 
amendment changing the terms of 
the President and members of Con- 
gress. ‘ 

As soon as 36 states have rati- 
fied the amendment, and certifica- 
tions have been deposited with the 
Secretary of State here, it will be 
proclaimd part of the Constitution, 
to become effective on Oct. 15 fol- 
lowing such proclamation. 

Legislatures now are meeting in 
sufficient states to complete the 
ratification and the additional 10 
states may act this month or next.

William A. Giraldin, president of 
Giraldin Bros. Real Estate Co., and 
former Police Commissioner, shot 
and killed himself in his office, 813 
Chestnut street, at 11:20 a. m. to- 
day. He was 68 years ‘old, and 
had been in the realty business 
here more than 50 years. 

The revolver from which a bul- 
let entered his left side, below the 
heart, had been lying on the roll- 
top desk of his son, C. Earl Giral- 
din, vice-president ang treasurer of 
the company. The eder Gtraldin 
had been at the desk, which is in 
the rear part of the office, while 
his son and an employe were in the 
front part of the office talking 
with three business visitors. 

Earl Giraldin, who heard the 
shot, ran back and found his 
father’s body in a swivel chair. He 
aid he believed the shooting was 
an accident, and that no business 
or other reason, known to him, 
would have prompted his father to 
end his own life. 

Says He Had Cautioned Father. 

The revolver, of old pattern and 
of .45-caliber, was one of two or 
more kept in the office since an 
attempted holdup there, several 
years ago. Earl Giraldin said he 
nad sometimes seen his father hold- 
ing the revolver, and had warned 
him against handling it. He sug- 
gested that his father might have 
slipped or stumbled while holding 
the revolver, causing it to be dis- 
charged, or might have jarred it 
as it lay on the desk. 

Giraldin had been at the office 
about two hours, and his son said 
he seemed cheerful. For several 
years he had left much of the ac- 
tive management of the business 
to the son. 

Giraldin was widely known in the 
realty business here. He was three 
times president of the Real Estate 
Exchange, one of his terms in this 
office being in the World’s Fair 
year, 1904. He owned, through a 
holding company, the Oxford Apart- 
ments, 5290 Waterman avenue, 
where he lived, and other valuable 
residential and downtown reality. 

He was president of the Union 
Club when it occupied the building 
now used as a public hall at Jeffer- 
gon and Lafayette avenues. He 
was an active Democrat, and was 
appointed by Gov. Gardner to the 
Police Board in 1917, serving 
through the Gardner administra- 


tion. 
Clashed on Police Board. 

As vice-president of the Board, 
Giraldin several times clashed with 
the president. of the board, Charles 
W. Mansur. During his service on

Highly excited, they told 
rescuers of terrifying experiences in 
the jungle, where lions, elephants 
and other big anjmals prowled near 
them. | 

The girls, who were making the 


flight as a vacation trip, were Jo- 


cated last night by rescue planes. 
Today, at great risk, another plane 
landed in the bush and the res- 
cuers found the two girls beside 
their wrecked ship. 

Miss Page suffered a broken leg 
while Miss Sale-Barker was cut on 
the head. They had got within sight 
of Nairobi when they lost their way 
in a sudden fog. 

Miss Page was brought here in 
the plane while a motor car expe- 
dition rescued the other girl. 

Crashed Into Hillside. 

Miss Sale-Barker described her 
experiénces as follows: 

“It was late on Saturday evening 
when, attempting to fly from Cape-

One letter, dated Sept. 10, 1930, 
said: Dear Miss Lally—i want you 
to know I appreciate your many 
kindnesses, but everything must 
end there. I have met the dearest 


girl in the world. Am engaged to 


her and will be true to her. I wish 
to remain your friend. FRANK.” 
Married Miss Freeman in 1931. 
Mullivan was married Feb. 7, 
1931, to Miss Ruth Frances Free- 
man, his assistant in the traffic de- 
partment of the Crunden-Martin 
company, which makes wooden- 
ware. 

A sister of Miss Baumstark testi- 
‘fied she lost weight, became nerv- 
ous and could not sleep after get- 
ting the letter announcing Mulli- 
van’s engagement. The sister and 
other relatives testified Mullivan, 
on his visits to Ste. Genevieve, ad- 
dressed Miss Baumstark’s parents 
as “Mother” and “Dad.” A niece 
said Mullivan had her call him 
“Uncle.” 

Mrs. Ella Huck of Ste. Genevieve, 
Miss Baumstark’s sister, said it 
seemed Mullivan was “crazy” about 
the nurse.

For several hours Holley lay un- 
conscious on the ground, no one 
daring to advance near enough to 
rescue him.

Maximum ap- 
propriations for the different de- 
partments which were recommend- 
ed in the executive budget have not 
been adhered to. 

“My executive orders to consoli- 
date some 58 Government functions 
into a few divisions with resulting 
economies appears likely of refusal 
by the Congress with resultant con- 
tinuing waste. I regret to say that 
the same forces are at work which 
thwarted the savings of several 
hundred millions we sought to ef- 
fect at the last session of Congres. 
We are during the current year 
and even in the next fiscal year 
suffering from that failure. 

Genuine vs. Apparent Cuts. 

“In the five departmental bills 
dealt with by the House or by the 
committees thereof at this session, 
a total of appropriations were rec- 
ommended by the executive, which 
would result in an expenditure (ex- 
clusive of debt redemption) of §$2,- 
263,000,000, being a decrease of ex- 
penditures in these departments of 
$264,400,000 under the present fiscal 
year. Some items in these bilis 
have been genuinely decreased by 
action of the committees or the 
votes of the House. Others have 
been increased. Still others have 
been given the appearance of re- 
duction but in reality must be ré- 
stored during the next fiscal year 
by deficiency bills. 

“The items in which there have 
been genuine decreases in these 
appropriations aggregate about 
$23,500,000. ( But of this, $10,000,- 
000 is reduction in the public build- 
ings for which commitments have 
been authorized.) 

“Items have been decreased which 
will in all probability be required 
through deficiency bills amounting 
to approximately $41,400,000. 
“Items have been incéreased 
amounting to approximately $58,- 
200,000. 

“There is thus produced an ap- 
pearance of slightly greater saving 
than recommended in the executive 
budget, but in reality an actual in- 
crease by over $35,000,000.

Other Chances for Reduction. 

“There are yet remaining to be 
reported appropriation bills in 
which reductions haye been recom- 
mended by the executive which 
would secure reductions on thdse 
agencies of $249,000,000 less than 
those of the current year. 

“In consideration of reductions I 
realize the pressure upon the Con- 
I also recognize many or- 
genizations advocating economy do 
not fully understand the limitations 
under which the Congress works in 
reduction of expenditufes. In order 
to clarify this I may classify the 
Government expenditures proposed 
for the next fiscal year into six 
groups (excluding debt redemption 
but including Postoffice deficit).

“5, Expenditurés

“6. All other expenditures of the 
Government including the legisla- 
tive, the judiciary, law enforce- 
ment, prisons, foreign affairs, fis- 
cal and tax service, public health, 
education, forests, fisheries, aids 
to agriculture, labor, commerce, 
safety of life at sea, inspection of 
food products and a multitude of

More Revenue Needed. |

Suggests Sales Tax.

In my 
view, therefore, the field for sub- 
stantial inerease in Federal Goverr- 
ment revenues resolves itself to tae 
exploration of the possibilities of so- 
called excise or sales taxes. 

“In the estimated revenues for 
the next fiscal year nearly 3700, 
000,000 is comprised of so-called ex- 
cise taxes which are levied on a 
few score different manufactured 
commodities. These taxes are in 
fact manufacturers’ sales taxes. 
Any attempted distinction between 
‘excise’ taxes on manufactured com- 
modities or ‘sales’ taxes on manu- 
factured commodities is mere jug- 
gling with words. 

“Of the taxes now levied, nearly 
$200,000,000 are upon essentials, as 
distinguished from so-called non- 
essentials. The Congress has thus 
already established a ‘sales tax’ as

STS THE SNE 
—| FORHSLON HUNT 


By a Staff Correspondent of the 
Post-Dispatch. 


EAST PRAIRIE, Mo., Jan. 17.— 
Elaborate preparations for his 
second lion hunt complete, Denver 
M. Wright trucked his two lions 
17 miles from here to the Missis- 
sippi River this morning, loaded 


ported them to a 190-acre island, 
where they will be freed later in 
the day. 

Until he is ready to hunt and 
kill htem—his plans are indefinite— 


Wright and his party, including his 


14-year-old son, Charles, some 
friends from this region, newspa- 
per men and photographers, will 
camp in tents in a barbed-wire 
stockade on the island. 

There they will stay, living, as 
Wright imagines, in “true African 
jungle, hunt fashion” until he is 
satisfied that the animals have ac- 
customed themselves to liberty. 
Then he and his fellow hunters, 
about 18 white men and four Ne- 
groes whom he has employed to act 
as beaters, will seek to track them 
down. Wright has reserved the 
privilege of shooting the lions for 
himself and his son. The others will 
act as gun bearers. 

Motion Pictures Taken. 

The expedition arrivea here, 
about 200 miles south of St. Lovis, 
at 6:45 o’clock last evening, after 
eight hours of tedious travel from 
Wright’s home, 1618 Annelee ave- 
nue, Brentwood. Wright in his 
automobile led the procession, the 
truck carrying the lions in charge 
of two residents of Southeast Mis- 
souri, followed, and cars carrying 
newspaper men and motion picture 
photographers brought up the rear. 

Motion pictures of the caravan 
were taken at intervals and the 
cage of lions attracted consideruple 
attention when stops were made for 
gasoline or refreshments. 

On ‘arrival at East Prairie, 
where the expedition halted for the 
night the group was joined by G. 
G. Hill, Dexter road contractor, 
who has been in charge of prepara- 
tions, and by others of the party 
who, this morning, went to live on 
the island. 

Provisions for a week's stay have 
been stored at the camp. 

Guards His ‘ 

Three motor boats have been 
chartered for use by members of 
the expedition and one boatman 
will circle the island at all hours 
to prevent intruders from landing. 
This precaution. was taken by 
Wright as a.consequence of the dis- 
appointing ending of his lion hunt 
last October, when interlopers killed 
the, two lionesses he left on an 
island near Commerce, while he 
and his party were eating chicken 
dinner before returning for the 
hunt. 

Disgruntled, but firm in his de- 
termination to kill lions, Wright 
returned to St. Loujs, purchased 
two more from a dealer who told 
him they were captured in Africa, 
and started preparations for his 
bigger and better big game hunt. 

The island on which the hunt is 
to be held is about seven miles north 
of Hickman, Ky. It is heavily 
wooded. Hill and his companions 
have cleared a space 300 by 4 
feet, surrounded it with a barbed 
wire fence six feet high for pro- 
tection from the lions, erected 
tents, installed cots and otherwise 
garnished Wright's dream of a Mis- 
souri lion hunt.

Bankers Trust Co., trustee for/ 
this issue; Guaranty Trust Co., trus- 
tee for the Alleghany issues behind 
which Missouri Pacific bonds are 
pledged as collateral, and J. P. Mor- 
gan & Co., the road’s bankers, de- 
clared the maturity was a probiem 
for the railroad, Reconstruction Fi- 
nance Corporation and the bond- 
holders, and intimated there: was 
nothing they could do about it.

leading to ruinous consequences, 
the much discussed plan of financ- 
ing future Federal construction hy 
long-time bond issues. 

He insisted that a manufactuers’ 
sales tax, already urged by himself 
and President Hoover, was the way 
to balance the 1934 budget, which 
now faces a $613,000,000 deficit ex- 
clusive of debt retirement. Mills 
added that, were it not for the po- 
litical factors involved, solution of 
the Government’s fiscal problems 
would be comparatively simple. 
The Secretary had conferred with 
the President in the afternoon and 
afterward told newspaper men 
there was a strong possibility that 
Mr. Hoover might issue a statc- 
ment or special message to Con- 
gress on finances. Later it was in- 
timated at the White House thut 
such expression probably would be 
issued today. 

Tax Bill Definite Failure. 

Mr. Hoover is known to feel ‘hat 
there is a critical need for speedy 
action by Congress toward balar:c- 
ing the budget. The deficit now has 
passed the billion two hundred mii- 
loan mark and officials are con- 
vinced that last session’s “billion 
dollar” tax bill has definitely proved 
its inability to raise the billion or 


anything like it. 


Mills was particularly sharp in 
attacking the long-time construc- 
tion financing idea. This, as a way 
of balancing the budget by reducing 
the amounts carried on the Treas- 
ury books as current expenditures, 
has been advocated seriously in 
Democratic quarters in recent 
weeks. 


“It would be intolerable,” said 


Mills, “if on top of our failure to 


meet our sinking fund requirements 
we should resort to such a book- 
keeping device as withdrawing 
items of expenditure from the ord- 
inary budget and setting them up 
in the form of a special budget to 
be vovered by borrowings.” 

Ne attacked the argument that 
business corporations capitalize 
their buildings in this manner, con- 
tending that while business earns 


returns on its plants most Goverr- 


ment huildings are liabilities, each 
one of which calls for increased up- 
keep and repairs. 

Bonds in States and Cities. 
Mills said the states and munici- 
palities have by the bonding meth- 
od piled up “a mountain of addi- 
tional debt in the course of the last 
12 years amounting to nearly $10,- 
000,000,000.” 

He urged that instead the Gov- 
ernment do “what we have always 
done in the past—reduce in peace 
time the debt piled up by the wars 
in which we have been compelled to 
engage,” and not superimpose “an 
unjustifiable peace time debt on an 
enormous was debt.”

He said the budget should be bal- 
anced because “no matter how good 
its credit, no Government can af- 
ford to go on living beyond its 
means year after year.” 

Savings in Interest. 

A balanced budget, he continued, 
would permit large savings in in- 
terest charges through prevention 
of further increase in the public 
debt and through refunding of out- 
standing Liberty bonds at a large 
saving in interest. He said about 
$7,000,000,000 in such bonds could 
be called next October. The Secre-

liam Lafferty of Kansas City, C. 
J. O’Brien of the Fourth District 
of St. Louis, and E. R. McCormick 
of Platte County, home county of 
Gov. Park. 

Lafferty today said he had ob- 
tained the signatures of 44 other 
Representatives among the 150 
House members to the bill. 

The Lafferty-O’Brien-McCormick 
bill proposes outright repeal of the 
State “bone-dry” law, and does not 
substitute any other measures for 
control of the manufacture, sale or 
possession of intoxicating liquors, if 
and when Congress modifies the 
Volstead act or steps are taken for 
repeal of the eighteenth amend- 
ment to the Federal Constitution. 

“All we propose to do is to re- 
peal the State enforcement act,“ 
Lafferty said. “We do not plan to 
combine, or to confuse, this bill 
with any others that may be of-

Committee of 27 to Report 
of Devaluation. 


By the Associated Press. 
WASHINGTON, Jan. 17.—Forma- 
tion of a committee of 27 Senators 


to recommend a way of devaluat- 


ing the dollar was proposed yes- 
terday in a resolution by Senator 
Thomas (Dem.), Oklahoma, advo- 
cate of currency inflation. 

In the resolution, which was re- 
ferred to the Banking Committee, 


the purpose of the special group 


was set forth thus: 

To consider the present value 
of the dollar with relation to taxes, 
interest and debts and to make rec- 
ommendations and report a plan or 
plans for reducing the value of such 
dollar.” 

The resolution stipulated that 
the membership of the committee 
consist of the following: Borah, 
Smoot, McNary, Norris, Capper, 
Blaine, Vanderberg, Walcott, Ca- 
rey, Frazier, Republicans, and 
Smith, Wheeler, George, Bratton, 
Bankhead, Hayden, Connally, Lew- 
is, Long, Logan, Dill, McGill, Bu'ow, 
Bailey, Mrs. Caraway, Reynolds, 
Democrats; Shipstead, Farmer La- 
bor. 

The resolution said that in 1920 
Congress exercised its power to reg- 
ulate money through the activities 
of the Federal Reserve System, and 
that the buying power of the dollar 
was now above $2. 

It asserted Federal, state and 
local governments could no longer 
exist economically with the dollar 
at that value.

Says Party Workers

Failed to Understand 


Peasants and That Collectivization Can 


in Right Hands.

MOSCOW, Jan. 17.—Joseph V. 
Stalin, Soviet dictator, has rebuked 


the Communist party because of 
the failure of its rural leadership 
to grasp problems of agriculture. 

The speech was delivered Jan. 11 
before the Communist Party Cen- 
tral Committee and the Central 
Control Committee. The Bolshevist 
chieftain declared that the party’ 
henceforth must take over leader- 
ship of the entire collective area 
in order to perfect a new agricul- 
tural structure and protect it 
against anti-Soviet elements. 
In this he apparently referred to 
the establishment of political sec- 
tions at every state farm, machine 
and tractor station, recently author- 
ized by the party to insure closer 
control of agriculture. 

Grain Collection Troubles. 

Asserting that grain collections 
in 1932 were carried out with 
“much greater difficulties” than in 
the previous year despite a better 
harvest, Stalin cited as the main 
defects the failure of the comrades 
to understand the new conditions 
created last May by the decree al- 
lowing peasants to sell their sur- 
plus in the open market, their 
misguided belief that the cirtual 
completion of colléctivization meant 
they could relax their responsi- 
bilities, and inability properly to 
gauge and meet the new tactics of 
kulaks (independent peasants) and 
other village anti-Soviet elements. 
Pointing out t:at the May de- 
cree led most of the peasant. to 
reason it was better to withhoid 
grain from the Government in or- 
der to have more to sell in the pri- 
vate market, Stalin said: 
“Unfortunately our rural workers 


did not understand this simple 
logic, contenting themselves by al- 
lowing the peasants to drift from 
their duty to the Government when 
they should have increased and 
speeded up collections to meet new 
conditions. | 

“The political bureau and the 
Central Committee did not suffi- 
ciently emphasize the dangers at- 
tending these now conditions. They 
showed too much confidence in the 
perspicacity of our workers and vil- 
lagers.” 

Saying in effect that the present 
faults of agriculture were due to 
administration and not to collec- 
tivization, he added, that it was 
“not enough for the comrades: to 
think that collectivization alone 
was sufficient.” 


“It merely increases our respon- 
sibilities in developing socialized 
agriculture,” Stalin continued. 
“Passivity is now more dangerous 
than before. The party must take 
into its hands the whole leadership 
of collectives so as to guarantee a 
definite plan. Otherwise the sys- 
tem will fail. ‘Collectivization is a 
miracle of construction if it is in 
the right hands, but it is impossible 
if in the wrong.” 

Asserting it was a mistake to 
think that all the kulaks had been 
eliminated, he declared that instead 
of fighting openly they were enter- 
ing collectives clandestinely, where 
they carry on sabotage while hold- 
ing responsible positions. He called 
for “increased revélutionary vigi- 
lence against class enemies.“ ) 

He concluded: “There never has 
been such a mighty and authorita- 
tive power as ours, and there is no 
doubt that we shall correct our mis- 
takes.”

He Belitties Hands Across the Sea” 
Appeal in Anglo-American 
Relations.

LONDON, Jan. 17.—With a frank- 
ness rarely exhibited by American 
guests of honor at British lunch- 
eons, former Governor Philip La 
Follette of Wisconsin told the En- 
glish-Speaking Union today that the 
“hands across the sea” appeal in 
Anglo-American retations is not ef- 
fective. 

For a moment his assertion 
seemed to shock the audience of 
distinguished Britons, but they 
liked his speech and applauded. 

La Follette, who explained the 
trend of thought in America’s Mid- 
die West, was heartily indorsed by 
Wickham Steed, British publisher, 
who spoke later, humorously advo- 
cating Federal legislation by the 
United States to prevent Britons 
from entering that country by the 
eastern seaboard. Foreigners ought 
to come in at southern or western 
ports so they could find out what 
the country really is thinking about, 
he said. 

La Follette appealed for more 
facts and less sentiment when Tor- 
eign nations seek to improve their 
relations with the United States. He 
cited the late Lord Bryce as one 
whose appeal to the United States 
always was factual, never senti- 
mental. 

The former Governor summed up 
the progressive’s view of American 
domestic and foreign affairs thus:

Public Welfare Director of 
State Tells Senators Men 
Lack Strength When Jobs

WASHINGTON, Jan. 17.—In the 
face of continued indifference on 
the part of Congressional leaders, 
the Senate Manufactures Commit- 
tee today proceeded doggedly with 
its hearings on the La Follette-Cos- 
tigan relief measure, designed to 
provide $500,000,000 for direct re- 
lief from the sale of Federal bonds. 
Despite evidence of misery and des- 
titution throughout the ‘country, 
there was no indication that the re- 
lief bill would receive serious con- 
sideration during this session of 
Congress. 

The consequences of unemploy- 
ment in West Virginia were de 
scribed to the committee today by 
Calbert L. Estill and Miss Eliza- 
beth Smith, director and assistant 
director of public welfare. Among 
the cases they. described was that 
of a tubercular mother sleeping in 
the same bed with three small chil- 
dren, and all subsisting on a diet 
of salt pork and beans. 

“Nobody Has Gone Hungry.” 

Alluding to statements by R. F. 
C. officials that “nobody has gone 
hungry” in states to which the R. 
F. C. has extended relief, Estill tes- 
tified that R. F. C. loans to 47 
West Virginia counties have been 
based on an allowance of $15 a 
month for a family of five per- 
sons, this sum to cover the cost of 
food, rent, clothing and fuel. The 
amount available from all sources, 
including state and Federal agen- 
cies, has averaged from 70 to 89 
cents a week per person, he said. 

Although about 450,000 persons in 
West Virginia are receiving public 
relief, thousands of applications 
have been denied because of lack of 
funds, he said. 

“The best we have been able to 
do has been to maintain a certain 
number of people on a starvation 
basis, with nothing available for 
clothing, rent or medical care,” he 
said. “Up to this time we have 
been unable to do anything for the 
needy transients. In December we 
had about 10,000 destitute tran- 
sients, of whom about one per cent 
appeared to be of the hobo type.” 

Estill said he believed the Federal 
Government “should be something 
more than a banker” in connection 
with the relief problem. 

Children Undernourished. 

Describing a general, deteriora- 
tion of health among children, Es- 
till said: “A year ago, when a child 
required an operation, we could op- 
erate the day after it reached the 
hospital. Now it is necessary to 
keep the child in the hospital three 
to four months to build it up suf- 
ficiently to undergo the operation. 
That is due solely to undernourish- 
ment.” 

The witness predicted that the 
peak of relief load will be attained 
in March and April. During the 
first half of 1932, he said, the State 
had more than $6,000,000 available 
for highway construction. In the 
corresponding period this year it 
will have only $2,000,000.

England. 

The son born today was the first 
child of the French woman, and her 
57-year-old husband. They were 
married three years ago. 

The Begum, who has not yet vis- 
ited India, was the former Andree 
Carron, a native of the little town 
of Chambery, France, where she 
spent all her life until her mar- 
riage. She has not adopted the 
Mohammedan religion, retaining 
the Catholic faith to which she was 
born.

eral Government alone can save the 
situation, he declared. 

“The method of administering re- 
lief so far,” he added, has con- 
sisted in destroying people physi- 
cally and morally before coming to 
their rescue. In cases where we 
have found work for unemployed 
men, it has been necessary to feed 
them for several weeks before they 
had sufficient strength to perform 
the labor. The longer we carry on 
this starvation basis, the weaker 
they will become. The general level 
of physical strength is sinking 
along with the general morale.” 


“They Will Never Come Back.” 


Miss Smith said that “we are 
grinding these people down to a 
point where they will never come 
back.” Among the cases which she 
reported was one of a family of 
eight, including parents and six 
children. The father is tubercular, 
and has been unemployed for two 
years. For this family $5 a week 
if available for food and shelter. 

“We observed,” she said, “that an 
unusual percentage of the men 
whom we put to work on highway 
construction soon contracted pneu- 
monia. The foreman attributed this 
to their exhausted physical condi- 
tion and their thin clothing.

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SHAKESPEARE'S CRS 


St. Louis-Born Poet, Now Lon- 
doner, Addresses 900 in 
Chapel at Washington U. 


T. S. Eliot, St. Louis-born poet, 
now living in London, spoke yesier- 


day on “The Study of Shakespeare 
Criticism,” under the William Hen- 
ry Smith Foundation, in Graham 
Memorial Chapel of Washington 


University. The chapel was filled 


to its capacity of 900, with more 
standing. on the sides and in the 
rear. 

Before he began Eliot explained 
that his subject had been chosen 
under the belief that he was to de- 
liver, not a public lecture, but one 
before members of the English de- 
partment. He used a lapel micro- 
phone, a small device connected 
with amplifiers on the walls, say- 
ing “It’s the first time I’ve talked 
to so many people at once by tele- 
phone.” \ 

The history of Shakespeare criti- 
cism was only outlined and it was 
evident that Eliot had fitted his 
lecture to the occasion. Almost 
half of his manuscript was unread 
when he finished. Of Shakespeare 
himself he said that “he is one of 
those very few poets whom it takes 
a whole lifetime to understand. One 
reads him every year with more 
understanding, for it takes increxs- 
ing maturity to know him.” 

Sketches Different Attitudes. 

Prefacing his speech with the 

generalization that “the views

speare from the time of Ben Jon- 
son down to Prof. Bradley s tréa- 
tise on 7 tragedy, 
and spoke briefly of what the next 
turn in this criticism might be. 
“It is the whole pattern of com- 
ment rather than any individual 
criticism which is interesting,” he 
said. “The simple praise of 
Shakespeare's contemporaries does 
not count in the same manner as 
the contemporary vogue about By- 
ron—and our present neglect—is 
necessary to an understanding of 
that poet. The men of Ben Jon- 
son’s time criticised the actual 
play. By the eighteenth century 
it is evident that criticism is from 
the study rather than from the pit.” 


Periods of Criticism. , 


The important periods of 
Shakespearean criticism was desig- 
nated by Eliot as that of Ben Jon- 
son of the Age of Dryden, of Pope, 
of the French Eighteenth Century, 
of the French Nineteenth Century 
as exemplified by Victor Hugo, of 
the English Nineteenth Century as 
done by Coleridge and influenced 
by German critics, and, of course, 
of the present critics. 


“From what I can see,” he con- 
tinued, “I should say Shakespear- 
ean criticism of the next period 
will differ in two ways. The ten- 
dency will be not to consider single 
plays but to take the whole of 
Shakespeare as a unity. We are 
also getting over our antiquated 
ideas of dramatic poetry, having 
no longer one dramatic and one 
poetic point of view. The poetry of 
the next period will, I hope, have 
more of a dramatic quality and in 
the light of that Shakespeare will 


be criticised anew.”

Bradway Brown, Palmyra, 
N. J., Found Shot by 
Police Chief Who Got 
Anonymous Call.

PALMYRA, N. J., Jan. 17.—Brad- 
way Brown, 28 years old, Swarth- 
more College graduate and wealthy 
treasurer of a Philadelphia printing 
company, was shot to death at his 
home here last night under mys- 
terious circumstances. 

Police were directed to the scene 
by an anonymous telephone Call, a 


quavery voice telling Chief of Po- 
lice Morris Beck: “Go to Brad 
Brown’s home on Park avenue— 
there’s been an accident.” 

Brown was found dead on his liv- 
ing room floor. A bullet had pierced 
his body under the right lung, after 
passing through his right sleeve as 
if he had flung up his arm in self- 
defense. Another bullet had been 
fired into the middle of his back. 
Both wounds were powder-marked. 


Murder, Doctor Says. 

“This is a case of murder,” said 
Dr. Dean Lefavor, who examined 
the body. “Though the wound i= 
the right breast could have been 
self-inflicted, it would have been 
impossible for Brown to send a 
bullet on such a course as taken 
by the other.” 

Nevertheless the Brown family 
physician said he thought Brown 
had shot himself. He said Brown 
was highly nervous and had been 
unhappy recently. 

A neighbor, Mrs. Harold West, 
said she heard two shots, apparent- 
ly from the Brown garage, and saw 
two men run from the place. 

Near the body lay a mud-caked 
pistol containing four empty shells. 
Outside, police found that the doors 
of Brown's garage had been broken 
open. The motor of the car was 
running and its headlights were on. 
An arboretum nearby showed signs 
of a struggle, while near the ga- 
rage a man’s hat was found. 

Brown, when found, was wearing 
a hat and overcoat, but it was not 
known whether he was going out 
or had just returned. . 

‘Brown apparently had been liv- 
ing in the house only a short time, 
for . neighbors knew little of him. 
He formerly lived in Moorestown, 
where his father maintained one of 
the town’s largest residences. 

Wife and Child Away. 

Mrs. Brown was in Beaver, Pa., 
at her parents’ home with her 2- 
year-old daughter, having gone 
there on account of the iliness of 
her mother, Mrs. E. S. McCauley, 
who was Pennsylvania State Secre- 
tary of Welfare in the Cabinet of 
Gov. John S. Fisher. 8 

Mrs. McCauley was quoted as 
saying she was convinced her son- 
in-law had been slain. As to a mo- 
tive, she said: “I have my ideas 
about what it might have been, but 
I had better not discuss this awful 
case too much.” ao, 
‘Brown’s father, Charles T. Brown, 
was president of the printing com- 
pany of which the son was treas- 
urer. The father ended his life in 
his Moorestown home in Septem- 
r, 1931. He had been ill for some

ASKET BALL fans will not 

soon forget the final of the 

three-game title series be- 
tween the Bears and Billikens 
a year ago. Each had defeated 
Concordia Seminary, and the 
teams had divided the first two 
games.

In the first of a series to decide 
the city collegiate basketball cham- 


pionship, the teams of Washington 
and St. Louis Universities will meet 
tonight at the Billikens’ gymna- 
sium on West Pine boulevard, play 
starting at 8:15. The Bears are 
defending champions, having won 
the odd of last season's three- 
game set. 

Unless there are last-minute 
changes in the lineups, the Bears 
will have an edge in experience, 
for three of their starters are vet- 
erans—Capt. Graves, Hower and 
Wise—while the Billikens will have 
only two in Grandone and Frost. 
For Washington, Strand and Mol- 
ler were freshmen last year, as 
were Dirksen, Flannigan and Coch- 
ran of the St. Louis team. 

Should Be a Battle. 

Everything points to a battle- 
royal tonight. Statistics of the 
two teams for the season show no 
appreciable difference in strength, 
the Bears displaying a bit better 
uttack and the Billikens having a 
slight edge-on defense. They have 
had but one common foe—the Mis- 
souri Tigers—and the results f 
the games with the gentlemen from 
Columbia may be a bit misleading. 
St. Louis won its game, 27 to 20, 
and the Bears lost, 39 to 27. As 
will be seen, each scored the same 
number of points against Missouri, 
with the Billikens having the bet- 
ter defense. 

However, in basketball, statistics 
mean little or nothing. Anyorte, 
therefore, who can accurately pre- 
dict the score tonight will be able, 


without difficulty, to find the cor- 


ner around which Prosperity is. 

As for the figures, Washington, 
in seven regular games, has scored 
221 points, against 192 for their 
opponents; St. Louis, in six games, 
has collected 176 points to 149 for 
the opposition. Washington’s at- 
tack average is 31.5 points and its 
defense averages 27.4 points al- 
lowed. For St. Louis, the team 
shows an average of 29.3 points and 
one on defense of 24.8 points. 

Here are some more figures 
which the unwary may want to 
use on which to base a prediction.

If the 
Billikens play as they did against 
Missouri and the Bears as they did 
against Chicago, the game might 
equal last year’s final as a basket- 
ball classic. If either is off“ and 
the other right,“ the carnage will 
be horrible.

College Sport Too Ritzi? | 


HE abandonment of so many 
college sport programs, 
chargeable to economy, makes the 
old-timers wonder if, perhaps, one 
cause of sport’s embarrassment is 
that it has become too “ritzi.” 
College players today, used to the 
pomp, paraphernalia and circum- 
‘stance that attend college foot- 
ball, baseball, rowing and oth-* 
er intercollegiate events, seem- 
ingly can’t carry on without the 
trimmings. 
In other days, when football 
teams used last year’s uniforms 
in many instances, dispénsed with 
literally scores of hired hands 
employed today, and went forth 
to play a game of football nd 
not create a spectacle, the funds 
required were extremely’ small. 
Looking back one wonders what 
the Hinkeys and the Heffelfin- 
gers and the Poes of other days 
would have thought, if for exam- 
ple, they had as equipment a silk 
outfit, a dry field uniform, armor 
worth about $50, blankets and a 
small army of hired attendants. 
e canvas suit and a heavy 
sweater with perhaps a noseguard 
was the warrior’s portion on the 
gridirons of old. His only armor 
was a heavy thatch of hair; anda 
cold shower and a rough towel 
his only restorative. In lesser 
schools the uniforms had to last 
from season to season or else be 
ught out of the player’s own 
fu 
Not more than a decade ago we 
recall the epic inyasion of the 
East by that band of Centre Col- 
lege players, whose patched uni- 
forms and homely equipment in 
no way detracted from the qual- 
ity ot their football or courage. 
If colleges would reduce the 
panoply and elaborateness of their 
sports and just go in for play, 
it is doubtful if they would have 
to curtail much of their pro- 
grams, depression or no depres- 


completely overshadowed all riv- 
als at Los Angeles, used “oxygén 
or some stimulant” to achieve 
their success.

Experts contend it was the em- 
ployment of this system at Am- 
sterdam, where they paid close 
attention to the swimming form 
and slow movies of American and 
European styles, that enabled the 
Japanese to evolve an improved 
swimming stroke which gave 
them such an amazing superior- 
ity in the Olympic finals. They 
will bear watching three years 
hence when they send a team to 
Germany for the next games. 

It would appear that Coach 
Mann has done an injustice to 
these p atient and persevering 
Orientals, who, if they are imi- 
tators, seem not only able to 
mimic us, but to improve on the 


original.

MOSCOW, Jan. 17.—Japan’s in- 
sistence that its differences with 
Soviet Russia must be settled be- 
fore a non-aggression pact can be 
made between the two nations was 
considered today by the Moscow 
Government, 

As a counter proposal, Japan sug- 
gested a three-Power commission to 
deal with difficulties arising on the 
northern borders of Manchukuo. 
That State, established by Japan 
last February, would be the third 
nation represented in the body. 

The Soviet Government expressed 
willingness to study the Japanese 
plan through Ambassador Trovan- 
ovsky. 

A Japanese declaration that the 
Tokio Government did not believe 
“the time was ripe” for a non- 
aggression pact, made public last 
night, was interpreted as a cate- 
gorical refusal to sign such an 
agreement. 

(A Tokio dispatch today said a 
Japanese Government spokesman 
insisted the “door was not alto- 
gether closed” upon a Russian 
pact, but that its chances were 
slight. When Russia resumed dip- 
lomatic relations last month with 
China, a Japanese spokesman said 
that act practically ended chances

Fallure to reach an agreement 
recalled the recent speech of Jo- 
seph V. Stalin, Communist party 
chieftain, in which he said the fail- 
ure to complete the Soviet five-year 
plan by 1933 was because “neigh- 
boring countries refused to sign 
guaranty pacts,” forcing concentra- 
tion of production for national de- 
fense. 

Russia signed non-aggression 
pacts with all its European neigh- 
bor nations except Rumania. 

“The Japanese Government ob- 
viously considers it possible to 
conclude a guaranty agreement 
only between countries where there 
are no disputes,” Trovanovsky de- 
clared in expressing the Soviet 
Government’s viewpoint. 

Such an attitude by Japan, he 
said, not only “would bring about 
the complete negation of the prin- 
ciple of guaranty pacts but rejects 
the item in the Kellogg pact which 
renounces war as a means of set- 
tling disputes.”

couraging. 

Measies is, of course a much 
milder condition than infantile 
paralysis. There is, however, this 
similarity between the two: They 
are both believed to: be caused by 
a filtrable virus. 

Serum, whether convalescent or 
antitoxic, 

sera, is effective when it modifies 
the disease-producing agent in such 
a. way that it becomes non-patho- 
genic, that is, incapable of produce: 
ing disease.

OFT-SUNG serenades in the 
moonlight seldom reach unwel- 
coming ears. Millions listen 


nightly to the mellow madrigals of 
radio stars. Feminine hearts flut- 
ter at the voice of the ballad sing- 
er. 

Yet Mrs. Suzanne B. Nall, well- 
to-do former wife of a Kentucky 


distiller, wants $10,000 for a sere- 
nade which, she maintains, dam- 
aged her peace of mind and caused 
mental anguish rather than ro- 
mantic bliss. 

A theater, instead of a garden, 
was the scene of the serenade. A 
spotlight, rather than moonlight, 
gave illumination. And the singer, 
according to Mrs. Nall, was far, far 
too personal in his attentions. 

For once, dark-eyed Don Galvin, 
‘vaudeville troubadour nicknamed 
by the press “Don Juan” Galvin, 
had failed in his lyrical mission. 
From his tenderly-crooned ditty de- 
veloped a legal battle which, after 
a year, has not been settled and 
which has caused a mild sensation 
in Louisville. 

It was on a warm September 
afternoon in 1931 and Mrs. Nall, 
handsome twice-divorced matron, 
strolled into the Rialto Theater to 
enjoy a vaudeville program. 

Near the front of the theater 
Mrs. Nall took a seat and settled 
herself for what she anticipated 
would be an enjoyable show. Had 
she realized what was to follow, she

And then, to the amaze- 
ment of Mrs. Nall, the crooner left 
the stage and came toward her, 
carelessly strumming his guitar 
and crooning: 

“Between your chair and my chair 
Maybe there will be a high chair 
And we'll call it yours and mine.” 


From the top of the balcony to 
the edge of the orchestra pit swept 
a gale of laughter. The situation 
Was an amusing one for the rest 
of the audience. But Mrs. Nall 
found it humiliating. 

The song itself did not offend the 
patron, though later her attorney 
deciared its words to be not only 
suggestive but insulting.
